A MONTH IN THE BOA 

‘The Proteus was crushed in at 3 
the evening of the Bad ot July, and sank 
within four hours, as the closed floes parted 
company. Fortunately sufficient time was 
given to save clothing, provisions, the com- 
pass, and other necessaries to meet what 
might prove a protracted voyage. The 25th, 
the boats being equipped, provisioned, and 
manned, a start was made. The scene of the 
disaster was eight miles north of Northwest | 
Cape Sabine, latitude 59, 51 north. Over 600 
miles of ice and frigid sea were passed be- 
fore Upernavik was reached. 

ALARMING REPORTS. 

The worst feature in the unfortunate Pro- 
teus expedition is that no provisions were 
landed or caches made, and ali the stores in- 
tended for the Arctic colony’s relief went 
down in the steamer. -While at anchor in 
Danish Harbor the 12th of August Gov. EL 
burg came on board the Yantic and reported 
the Danish steamer Sophia had arrived there 


from a harbor thirty miles north of Cape 


York, and the Captain said a native Eskimau 
told him two ratives with the Greeley expe- 
dition bad arrived on sledges last winter and 
reported the party all weil except Dr. Pavy, 
who had died. These natives went back to 
Lady Franklin Bay. 

Another Esquimau arriving from the 
Greeley camp reported all the officers 
murdered by the men. Neither of these 
reports is reliable, as the fondness of the 
Esquimaux for lying and sensationalism 
places them in the category of fiction. Capt. 
Sinke says that as far north as Cape Sabine 
there was no trace of Greeley or his party, 
and his failure to come south to Littleton 
Island to meet the relief steamer this sum- 
mer evokes grave apprehension as to their 
probable fate. 

The Proteus was retreating home when 
the ice nip overwhelmed her. She got bare- 
ly fifteen miles north of the sceneof the ship- 
wreck. The prospects of the Greely Col- 
ony encountering the rigors of a fourth win- 
ter beneath the Arctic Circle are mournful 
to contemplate. The crews of both ships— 
—the Tantie and Proteus—are in excellent 
health. One death only occurred during the 


expedition—that of Henry Wilson, gunner’s.

FURTHER DETAILS. 

A member of the expedition furnishes the 
following additional details 

While * endeavoring to force her way 
through to clear water the Proteus was 
caught between two immense floes. These 
pressing on at both sides quickly crushed in 
her stout walls. Her hold filled with water, 
and it was soon evident no efforts would 
avail to keep her from sinking. ‘The hatches 
were broken open and all hands set to work

to insure the comfort of the party during 
their retreat southward, and also to make a

little doubt that Greely and his whole party 

would perish miseratly. Gen. Hazen went 
in person to St. Johns, and saw the Proteus 

started off June 30 last, and her consort, the 
Yantic.

trait. It England’s profits in the shipping 
trade amount to $400,000,000 a year they add 
that much to the wealth of the nation. The 
American people will not be able to secure 
any considerable portion of this profitable 
carrying trade uptil they have something 
more to carry besides the breadstuffs and 
produce which the European countries are 
obliged to buy from them; and by exag- 
gerated protection they close theirown doors 
against the sale of their manutactured goods 
(1) by increasing the cost of production arti- 
ficially, and (2) by shutting outforeign goods 


which would come to this country in ex- 


change for American exports and thus pro- 
mote American exportation. The prosperity 
of the carrying trade will always depend on 
the quantity of goods to be carried, and in 


this respect Epgland's policy is manifestly 


more prolific than the American policy.

‘The Constitutional Convention which pur- 
ports to represent the sentiment of the peo- 
e of Dakota south of the forty-sixth paral- 
I is still in Session at Sioux Falls and at 
work constructing a Constitution under the 


provisions of whieh they expect to incorpo- 
rate the southern half of Territory asa 
futl-fledged State, leaving the northern half 


to shift for itself. The Constitution itself, 
by the time it is finished, will be a pictur-
